Claims 7 and 8 have been cancelled. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 7 
and 8 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 7 and 8 
have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,3-6, 11, 13-14 and 16-18 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a structure control method comprising 
the steps of measuring, irradiating, measuring and measuring as presently claimed, 
esp., the step of irradiating the mixture of nano-scale low-dimensional quantum 
structures of differing densities of states with the electromagnetic wave in air for two 
hours after measuring the first Raman spectrum, the electromagnetic wave having an 
energy density of 10 kW/cm 2 so as to selectively oxidize and remove a low-dimensional 
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quantum structure of a density of states resonating with the wavelength of the 
electromagnetic wave. The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or 
suggests the above. Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been 
motivated to adopt the above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot 
be established.
